Every season and 
all kinds of weather have their drawbacks, jf we are to judge 
by the daily comments^of the average man, conversation with 
which we are in the habit of contributing regularly. , 


:.Biit a serious mistake is made when we forget that discuss- 


ing, and even "cuss'ing," the weather is one of the luxuries of 
life, and about the only one that is free. 
Fuel, clothes and 


what we eat cost money, but we can talk about-lhe wealher 
from'year's end to year's end without, money and without 
price.. And the privilege is not neglected. 


l\ir from it. Most men in meeting begin the day with com- 


ments on the weather as it is, as it has been and as it promises 
to be. If the morning is pleasant every man glibly.informs his 
neighbor to that effect and the information is. cheerfully re- 
turned. Bread cast upon the waters in the form of'comment 
upon the weather is sure to be returned;.not after many days, 
bul.forthwith, and with increase.- 


And how few stop to think of'the real comfort derived from 


- (his source, 
If men were-denied the privilege of telling each 


oilier how agreeable or disagreeable the weather is they'would 
be wretched. They might not know just what the matter was, 
but they would be aware.that something was missing from 
their lives. It is a'blessed thing that all arc able lo lalk about 
the weather and that there is never any lack of weather to 
lalk about.

And yet jhe weather is 'something more than a topic of 


conversation. It is really a very serious mailer in its way. In 
the absence of wealher the world would be in a bad fix. U is 
spniething'that has ils effect on farming, business, Ihc sailing 
of ships and the running of railroad trains. There is no day 
in the year when the weather does not afl'ectlill of these things 
favorably or unfavorably. 
Furthermore, il.'is something that 


cannot be regulated by human power, no mailer how great. 
The rich have to pnl up wilh the same kind of weather as 
conies to the poor. The legislature cannot change it. '.it may 
changcjthe clocks, but it can't change the weather: 
:'|jt;is:'well that this is so. If the weather were under humai 
control there would undoubtedly be more.clissalisfaction (ha 
there Is now, and thai would be a bad condition. The condi 
lion is bad enough as it is. 


But-it is by no means so bad as many imagine in I heir fret 


ful moments. 
On the whole, the weather, especially in this 


part of the country, is pretty good. 
It is sometimes coldei 


than we like if and sometimes hotter-; there are times when i 
Js-welter lhan-we would have il and times when'it is dryer,'bu 
the-supply never fails. There is always weather of one kjnt 
or another fo talk about, and the proper thing to'do is to'i'kecr 
right on talking about it and extracting from (he privilege al 
the comforl it affords.
